fessor, The secretary of the Berkshire 
Archeological society in connection 
with Captain Williams’ find, states that 
there was before the foundation of 
Windsor castle a palace in Windsor 
forest where many notable events hap- 
pened, This palace had a tower as a 
means of defense. In a Harleian MS. 
an {illumination oceufs which repre- 
sents palace where a lady is seen giv- 
ing alms and earning for herself the 
title of “loaftgiver.” The manor of 
Old Windsor belonged to the Saxon 
kings, and Edward the Confessor cer- 
tainly held court there. Edward being 
prevented by his nobles from going to 
Rome caused Westminster to be built 
with the money which he would have 
spent on his journey.

Navy’s Great Airship Hangar. 

The navy is purchasing its first rigid 
airship in England at a cost of $2,500.- 
000. ‘To house it a huge hangar Is to 
be erected at Lakehurst, N. J., which 
will be 800 feet long, 265 feet wide, 
and will have a clear inside height of 
174 feet, while the total height from 
the ground to the peak of the roof will 
be over 200 feet. e steel frame- 
work will be over 6,000 tons. Two ele- 
vators and several stairways will lead 
to the roof. . The many shops neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the air-. 
ships will be built in between the 
great arched trusses that support the 
roof. ‘Three railroad tracks will ran 
the entire iength of the bullding. The 
hangar will he large enough to hold 
one ship of 10,000,000 cubie feet ca- 
pacity, and a smaller one at each side, 
or two 5,000,000 cubic feet ships side 
by side.—Scientific American.

Pricking the Sheriffs. 


In each county of England and 
Wales there is a high sheriff, whose 
principal offices are to attend judges 
while on circuit, and to act as re- 
turning officers for county elections. 
They also have to be present at any. 
executions that may take place dur- 
ing their year of office. 

Quite an interesting ceremony is 
gone through when “pricking,” or 
selecting them: 

The qualification for the post is 
the possession of landed property 
bringing in an annual income of not 
less than £500. 

When the judge visits a county 
town on his summer circuit); the 
high sheriff presents him with a list 
of at least four names of people 
qualified to succeed him in his office. 
This list he keeps—until summoned 
in November’to attend at the Lové 
Chief Jus_ice’s court with the Loré 
Chancellor, -the Chancellor of ‘the 
Exchequer, the president of the Privy 
Couneil, and all the. other judges 
who were on summer circuit—for the 
selection of sheriffs for the ensuing 
year, 

Here they listen to the excuses otf 
land-owners whose names have beer 
suggested for the office, but who pro- 
fess inability to serve. 

The King’s Renembrancer reads 
the roll for the various countles, and 
the final selection, consisting of three 
names for each county, is submitte 
to the king, who, with a Polden bog:

The Red Sea. 


The name by which the Hebrews 
knew the Red Sea—the Yan Suph, 
or sea of weeds of sedge — would 
appear to give little indication of 
the reason for the title which has 
been applied to this body of water in 
later years. But, as a matter of 
fact, two terms have a common 
ovigin. Unlike the “Beautiful Blue 
Danube,” which is really a dirty yel- 
lowish brown, the Red Sea is really 
red—the color being due to the 
prevalence of a minute bright red 
Plant, a kind of seaweed. This plant 
is said to be so small that 25,000,000 
@an live and thrive within a single 
cubic inch of water. Therefore, in- 
stead of being mottled with red, the 
sea appears in many cases to be of 
a scarlet shade. A red dye, which 
tradition says was used hundreds of 
years ago, is made from this weed, 
but, in the places where it is not 
found, the waters of the Red Sea are 
as blue or green as those of any oth-

MADE RECORD JUMP. 


Negro Tells Interesting, If True, 
Story of a Porpoise. 
A negro fisherman once told me 4 


tale for which I will not vouch, but | 


which I am not prepared to deny, 
since I think it may be true. With: 
another negro he was taking a scow 
through one of the smaller tideways 
that wind through the marshes of 
this coast—a narrow, sallow cveek 
which went. almost dry at low tide. 
A fair wind was blowing, and the 
men had rigged a square sail to help 
them as they poled their clumsy 
craft along against the ebbing tide. 
Suddenly, when they had reached a 
point where the creek was very nar- 
row, they saw a porpoise in the water 
ahead of them. Tempted, no doubt, 
by the shrimp and mullet which 
swarm in incalculable myriads in the 
marsh waterways, this porpoise had 
remained far up the; creek longer 
-han was prudent, and now he was 
hurrying downstream with the ebb in 
order to reach the deeper waters be- 
low before the creek channel became 
too shoal. Thescow blocked his way. 
On neither side was there enough 
water for him to pass by, and it was 
doubtful whether there was sufficient 
depth for the porpoise to dive and 
pass underneath. He increased his 
speed as he drew near the scow, un- 
til he was fairly flying through the 
water; and then, when he was still 
a few feet from the square bow of 
the craft, he launched himself up 
into the air. In a long; beautiful 
curve he passed clear over the for- 
ward deck of the scow, struck the 
sail head on, broke through it like 
a greyhound leaping through a paper 
hoop at a circus, and, with no appar- 
ent slackening of his momentum, 
cleared the scow’s stern and plung- 
ed into the water behind it. 

- The scow was some twenty feet 
in length, aecording to the negro’s 
story.

game year Fernando Magellan, un 
experienced Portuguese mariner, 
arrived in Spain with an offer to tne 
Emperor, Charles ¥V., to discover a 
westward route to the East Indias. 
The proposal was accepted, and a 
squadron of five vessels, the Trini- 
dad, San Antonio, Victoria, Concep- 
cion, and Santiago, the largest be- 
ing only 130 tons, and the smallest 
of 60 tons was equipped, Del Cano 
being appointed master of the Con- 
cepcion. The fleet left Seville on 
August 10, 1519. The vessels kept 
to the coast of Africa, and soon en- 
countered bad weather. ‘“‘The body of 
St. Elmo appeared to us several 
times,’’ says the journal, in describ- 
ing the bad weather. “One night, 
when it was very dark, the saint ap- 
peared in the form of a fire, lighted 
on the main truck, which comforted 
us greatly, for we were in tears, only 
expecting the hour of  perishing. 
When that light once descends upon 
a vessel she is never lost.”’ 

The fleet anchored in Port St. 
Julian, on the Patagonian coast, on

Jewel thefts to the value of more 
than $3,000,000, which have puzzled 
the French police throughout the 
soasons on the Riviera and. at Paris, 
have now been traced by the famous 
Surety General to a band of expert 
international thieves led by a Span- 
jard named Yoquez, who. claims 
American nationality. 

Among the robberies have been 
gems to the value of $450,000 stolen 
at Nice from Mme. Doucet, wife of 
the dressmaker; Mrs. James Robin- 
son, robbed of. $65,000, worth of 
jewels, at MacMahon Palace Hotel, 
Paris; Mlle. Polaire, robbed of a 
pearl necklace worth $35,000; Lady 
Insbruck, robbed at Mentone of the 
contents of her gem safe, valued at 
$460,000; Mrs. F. Hofa, robbed re- 
cently at Claridge’s, Paris, of gems 
worth $25,000.

The: *‘Glencoe earl’s’”’ eldest sister, 
the Hon. Janet Dalrymplé, was the 
heroine of Sir Walter Scott’s popular 
novel, “Phe Bride of Lammermoor,” 
and according to Sir Robert Dalrym- 
ple-Elphinstone’s letter, printed in 
the Edinburgh Evening Post, dated 
September 21, 1829, she had_ been 
forced by her mother, Lady Stair, to 
relinquish Lord Rutherford, to whom 
she had solemnly plighted ‘her troth, 
and to wed instead, against her will, 
David Dunbar, elest son of Sir David 
Dunbar of Baldoon. ° 

On the wedding night a frightful 
turmoil anc screams were heard to 
proceed from the bridal chamber and 
twhen the door was forced open the 
bridegroom was found on the floor, 
weltering in his blood, stabbed in a 
dozen different places, while the 
bride had become a raving maniac, 
in which condition ‘she continued un- 
til her death, | less than a month 
afterward.

abundant water supply was the prime 
requisite to make the ranch possible. 
This i&§ obtained from two large 
springs far back In the Funeral moun- 
tains, Which pour their streams upon 
‘the burned-out Death valley soil 
through two great aqueducts, one of 
steel and one of masonry. Part of 
the water is diverted along the route 
to freshen a heavy growth of willows 
planted to give shade to the water- 


course, But in spite of this, the loss 
of water from evaporation is very 
great, and in summer the water 


emerges from the aqueduct at temper- 
atures up to 110 degrees... Men and 
live stock, of course, cannot drink It 
so hot. Cooling is therefore effected 
by means of large evaporation ‘ollas, 
and the drinking water is quickly re- 
duced to 70 degrees in the hottest 
weather. 

“The humidity of Death valley's at- 
mosphere varies Hike that of other 
places, but according to analyses made 
by the United States weather bureau, 
Its air is the driest known. Its aver- 
age moisture content is less than .01 
per cent. Water thus becomes as Vale 


atile as gasoline and evaporating cool-. 


ing Is accomplished with great rapid- 
ity. It is this speedy evaporation that 
has largely made Furnace Creek ranch 
possible. The ranch is primarily a 
hay farm, the principal crop being al- 
falfa, which 48 fed to cattle and hogs, 
After being dressed, the meat is sent 
to mining camps. ‘The live stock 
could not live through the scorching 
summer if it were not for the cooling 
Mfluence of shower baths with which 
their corrals are equipped. ‘The cat- 
tle, horses and mules are further pro- 
tected from the blistering winds by 
haying the sides of their pens covered 
with sheet metal. 

“White men cannot live long in the 
withering heat. Consequentiy all the 
work about the ranch is done by In- 
dians of the Piute and Shoshone 
tribes, under the direction of an edu- 
cated foreman, The average life of 
a white man in Death valley ts very 
short. Three white foremen employed 
on the ranch lasted two summers each 
and perished during the third. Two 
others went insane and attempted to 
flee out of the valley on foot. Neither 
of them lived to get out of the maze 
of Funeral mountain canyons. 

“The Stygian temperature of Death 
valley lasts for about five months of 
the year, usually from May 1 until Oc- 
tober; the other months afe cool and 
pleasant. Rain is virtually unknown, 
Consequently the irrigation of Funeral 
creek ranch is continuous.”

Three Cents a Drink in 1837. 

Long after the last cellar has gone 
dry and the last drop of whiskey has 
been consumed there will remain a 
bottle of liquor that, according to tra- 
dition, is entombed in the corner 
stone of the Universalist church at 
Montgomery, O. William Swaim, sev- 
enty-favo, village historian and former 
schoolmaster of Montgomery, is au- 
thority for the tradition that a quart 
of liquor is concealed within the cor- 
nerstone of the ehurch, which was 
built in 1887, “In those days liquor 
was # respectable water,” says Swaim. 
Preachers drank it just as other folk 
did. It was customary to place liquor 
in a cornerstone for the same reason 
that folks drank each other’s health 
in liquor.’ Across the road from the 
chureh is a tavern that was a stop- 
over for the farmers hauling their 
produce to the city. Whiskey sold 
there for 8 cents a drink, Swaim re 
ealls—Detroit Journal.
